Takes Part. 


New York, January 21.—Three Italians 
of one home were shot to death in an 
inter-family row, which began in an 
Italian tenement house on East Eleventh 
street at noon today and ended in one 
of the worst Sunday brawls the east side 
has seen for some time. 

Antonio Colletti, thirty-seven years of 
age, married, was shét through the lungs 
and died in his tracks; Casper Colletti, 
nineteen years of age, his brother, was 
shot in the breast, and died shortly after 
being taken. to Belleyue hospital, and 
David Salvatori, forty years of age, a 
cousin of the Collettis, was shot in the 
stomach and died in the hospital to- 
night. . 

Vincenzo Spinella and his son Frank, 
Seventeen years of age, have been ar- 
rested and charged with the murder, 
and the police are still searching for 
Frank Spinella, brother of Vincenzo, whd 
also played a -part.in the tragedy. 

The trouble ‘between the Collettis and 
the Spinellas, which ended in the trag- 
edy today, began late dast night between 
Joseph Collett! and Frank Spinella, the 
housekeeper of 432 East Eleventh street, 
where the Collettis lived. Colletti came 
home in company with a friend and found 
the door to the tenement house locked. 
To gain an entrance the two men kicked 
in a pane! of the door, against the pro- 
tests “of the housekeeper. A lot of words 
passed Hetween the housekeeper and Col- 
letti, but there were no particularly hos- 
tile demonstrations on either side. 

The Colletti family was well known 
among the Italian residents of that ‘sec- 
tion of the town. There were eight broth- 
ers and six sisters. They all lived in the 
Eleventh street tenement. Of the Spine!- 
las there were three brothers and one 
Vincenzo Spinella, brother of the 
housekeeper, lived with his son Frank on 
East Thirteenth street. and the jatter 
youth, who is seventeen years of age, 
participated in the murder, Shortly he- 
fore noon young Frank went around to 
the Eleventh street tenement and upon 
the appearance of Antonio Colletti as- 
saulted him. Colletti resented the at- 
tack and was immediately joined by his 
| brother Caspar, the two of them starting 
'to administer punishment to the youth. 
| At the same time the boy's father, Vin- 
| cenzo Spinella, appeared on the scene 
and a number of the Colletti family’s 
relatives joined in the struggle. This 
was the signal for a general riot and the 
street ‘was filled with a shouting, strug- 
gling mob. The shouts of the partici- 
pants, accompanied by pistol shots, and 
the cries of residents of the neighborhood 
filled the air. A patrolman was attracted 
by the noice and he summoned an am- 
bulance from Bellevue hospital, at the 
same time notifying Captain Diamond, of 
the Fifth street police station. The cap- 
tain rushed to the scene with his staff 
of detectives, and on the appearance of 
the officers the riot stopped suddenly. 
Three men were }ying on the ground, one 
dead and one mortally wounded. Antonio 
Colletti had been shot through the left 
lung and had dropped in his tracks. Cas- 
par Colletti was bleeding and helpless 
from a shot which had penetrated the 
left breast, and David Salvatore had been 
shot in the stomach. Caspar was rushed 
to a drug store and thence to a hospital,

A dispatch from Baltimore states that John

south, have stolen a march on Thomas F. 
Ryan, of New York, who is opposing their 
plans. They are no longer apprehensive that 
Ryan can cause them trouble by buying up the 
underwriting allotments in the open market 
and refusing to join in the plan of consolidation 
when the time comes. 

According to the report, they have wiped 
out the existing syndicate and have formed one 
syndicate to be known as the Greater Seaboard 
Syndicate. The certificates of beneficiary in- 
terest in the Florida Central and Peninsular 
and the Seaboard and Roanoke syndicates will 
be called in, and in their place will be. sub- 
stiuted certificates in the new syndicate. It 
is said they have already received the assent 
of practically all the signers of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke agreement and a larg? majority 
of the signers of the Florida Central and Pen- 
insular agreement.

In the matter of the complaints of the Sa- 
vanrah bureau of freight and transportation 
and others against the Louisville and Nashville, 
the interstate commission has rendered a de- 
cision ruling that rates on sugar and other 
commodities from New York to Chipley and 
other points in’ Florida, on bacon from Sa- 
vanrah to such stations, on uncompressed cot- 
ton from those stations to Savannah, are not 
unlawful. The commission further rules that 
a carrier cannot lawfully establish and main- 
tain an adjustment of rates which in practice 
prevents shippers of its lines from availing 
themselves of a principal market, which they 
have long been using, and confers a substantial 
monopoly upon a new marke2t in which, for 
reasons of its own, it has greater interest. An- 
other ruling is that when a carrier makes rates 
to two competing markets which give the one 
a practical monopoly over the other becauss it 
ean secure reshipments from the favored lo- 
cality, and none from the other, it goes beyond 
serving its fair interest. and disregards the 
statutory requirement of relative equality as 
between persons, localities and particular de- 
scriptions of traffic.

Judging from various reports, the past year 
was a very unsatisfactory one for the ticket 
scalpers. Indianapolis newspapers say that In- 
dianapolis now has but three ticket scalping of- 
fices against seven one year ago. General pas- 
senger agents are not carrying favor with 
scalpers to the extent they did in former years, 
Even the weak lines are cautious in allowing 
the scalpers to handle their tickets.

If the agreement all of the railroags ter- 
minal in Chicago have just entered into pro- 
vidng for the abolition of commissions for the 
sale of tickets is strictly enforced, it will drive 
every ticket scalper in Chicago and at other 
points in the territory of the interested roads 
out of business, It is generally conceded that 
the life of a ticket broker depends upon the 
ecmmissions paid him by railroads for selling 
tickets. The .‘‘pick-up’’ tickets, those bought 
from travelers, it -8 said, would not support 
more than one broker in any city in the coun- 
try. 

The head of the freight department of one 
of the largest railvay systems in the United 
States writes The Financier on a point that 
interests all bankers, namely, the collection of 
drafts with duplicate bills of lading attached. 
In his communication the writer says that a 
great deal of unnecessary trouble is caused 
by the carelessness with which items of this 
character are handled, and he urges formal ac- 
tion by the American Bankers’ Association as 
the best means of forcing more business-like 
methods in this particular. As the correspon- 
dent says, many shippers do not seem to un- 
derstand the value of bills of lading. In cases 
where they ship to order, and give name of 
person to notify, shipments are to be delivered 
only on original bills of lading, properly in- 
dorsed. This simple rule, however, is constant- 
lv violated. It is no uncommon occurrence for 
shippers to attach duplicate bills of lading to 
drafts, forwarding through their bank for col- 
lection at destination.” The consignee upon no- 
tification usually pays the draft, but upon pre- 
sentation of the copy of duplicate billof lading, 
the railway agent declines to make delivery. 
The consignee is usually unable tu understand 
why he cannot get property when he has paid 
for it, but the agent, if he understands his 
business, will not surrender goods because nega 
tiable paper is not presented. The Financier’s 
correspondent suggests that the American 
Bankers’ Association. in the interest of good 
business, should paes & resolution to the ef- 
fect that no drafts with duplicate bills of lad-

The miner ‘s anxious to know if gold, copper 
or coal are likely to be found in paying quan- 
tities. The merchant, the manufacturer and 
the shipowner are all trying to figure out how 
they best may be benefited by the development 
of the archipelago. ‘The missionary ponders 
prayerfully over -he probabls ronversion of the 
natives, and the patriot longs .o see at work 
in the Philinpines the civilizing and 
izing Influences that have made the United 
States of America ths grand2st and freest gov- 
ernment in existence and the greateat power on 
eerth. The pe233imist and the anti-expansion- 
ist wait in vain for the oppertunity to say ‘‘l 
tcld you so,’’ but the alert pclitician, the 
““spoilsman.’’ who his a keen eve for the main 
chance, is solely on the Jookout for offices out 
here that may be filled by “‘serviceakle mem- 
bers’’ of his clique or party. 

An estimate of the volume cf patronage in 
the Filipino archipelago, in event of the sub- 
jugation of the natives, can only be made by 
ccrrparing ‘he opportunities -there with those 
in the West Indian and -ther tslands.

To administer the 
its 3,500,000 inhabitants, will require on a 
conservative eatimate the services of 3.500 
patriots, at an annual cost of $3,500,000. This 
assigns only one official to each 1,000 of pop- 
ulation, which sfficial must be a sort of com- 
posite postmaster, revenue collector, judge and 
clerk of all work, and he must be satisfied with 
an average salary of $1,000 a year. In Min- 
danao, with its 610,0C0 population, there are 
only eight large and elkhty-four small cities, 
but in Cebu there are twenty“four cities over 
9,000 and sixty cities under that’ figure, with 
a total population in the island of 504,000. 
The island called Panay -has 671,000 souls, 
with thirty-four cities over the 9,000 mark and 
sixty-one under that figure. These are not 
savage shacks, but centers of industry, of 1¢- 
riculture and of commerce, many of them with 
cathedrals, schocls, palaces, telegraph and post- 
offices. Between nine and ten million people 
pecupy the Philippines. These, with other isl- 
and possessions, make a grand total of between 
fourteen and fifteen millions, over whom exec- 
utive functions must be exercised, 

It will thus be seen that the patronage of 
the new possessions will be only slightly less in 
proportion to existing federal appointments, 
which ere in round numbers 1,000,000 offices 
for the 75,000,000 population on the conti- 
nent. There will be added fully 15 per cent, 
or 15,000 offices, to the vast army of appoin- 
tees now credited to the president, involving 
$15,000,000 annually, or a grand total of 
$0,000,000, in patronage for the four years 
of the full presidential term.

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Uniform Collection Laws. 


Another important feature was the 
adopting of resolutions calling for uni- 
form ‘collection laws in all the states of 
the union. A cammittee was appointed 
to take up this matter with the legisja- 
tures of the various states and was in- 
structed as to the nature of the laws 
that the members of the association would 
like to have passed. 

It is also the intention of the national 
association to effect local and state or- 
ganizations of the retail grocers in every 
city and state in the country. This will 
be the work of the executive commit- 
tee. Mr. Farlinger is expected to take 
charge of the work of organizing in 
this section of the country and has al- 
ready begun his task. 

A committee was appointed to represent 
the American grocers at the International 
Retail Grocers’ Association, which meets 
rext July in Paris. This international 
association is composed of the grocers 
of the United States, England, Ireland, 
Scotland. Wales, France, Germany, Rus- 
sia, Prussia, Austria and Italy, mainly, 
although there are a wumber of associa- 
tions from other countries represented. 


May Come to Atlanta. 


Detroit was selected as the next place 
for holding the convention. This was de- 
cided upon only after an interesting fight 
had been made. The convention in 190% 
goes to St. Louis and directly after the 
close of the convention the executive 
committee decided that the St. Louis 
meeting should be international in its 
scope. This will take to St. Louis repre- 
sentatives from nearly all the civilized 
countries on the globe, 

The place for tthe convention in 1902 
has not as yet been selected. It is be- 
lieved that the grocers can be induced 
to come to Atlanta and the two repre- 
sentatives from Georgia began at the 
convention which has just closed to pave 
the way for the selection of this city 
for the meeting in 1902. As a matter of 
fact they almost secured the 1901 conven- 
tion for Atlanta. There were several
